Swami 
(master) Shraddhananda, the advo- 
cate of Vedanta in the Sacramento 
area, explained his religion wo the 
audience of students from several 
campuses in the arca 

Charles Rich, Baptist Chaplain for 
Sacramento State College, has been 
imstructing 4 Course m Comparative 
religpons for all interested students 
After attending the service held last 
Sunday, Rich commented upon the 
Vedanta Society as it relates to 
Christianity, the campus, and stu 
dents 

The smilarities between Vedanta 
and Christamty are thew combined 
emphasis on man's service to his 
fellow man, and the importance of 
commutment to faith based upon the 
moral teachings of enlightened 
mystics 

Differences between the two fasths 
center around the fact that Karma, 
the storing of divinity within a um 
versal spectrum, and evolutionary 
re-incarnation, certainly cannot be 
accepted by orthodox Christianity 

Rich felt that Vedanta would 
appeal .o students because it stresses 
the intellectual, individual pursuit 
of God with emphasis upon the abil 
ty of man to achieve divinity in the 
present life. “Anyone who is at 
tracted by the cxotic appeal of 
pantheism would find this faith most 
interesting © 

Rich started the course to help 
students understand the totality of 
man's comprehension of God, and 
to see how the power of divinity 
affects others 





swered Thursday afternoon by Social 
Science Forum speaker Irving Lazar, 
executive director of the Neumeyer 
Foundation, who discussed part-time 
professional service workers 


“There is a shortage of trained 
people in the field of social work 
Along with the shortage, we were 
aware of a number of people who 
were available for part-time work and 
who could be retrained.” 


The problem, according to Lazar 
was most agencies could not take 
part time workers, despite their 
qualifications. And those who were 
accepted could not hope for better 
than memal tasks 


Lazar pointed out that his service 
corps recruited personnel and at- 
tempted to fit professional roles to 
them. These personne! were drawn 
from the ranks of the poor. The 
advantage was that they could talk 
to the other poor families aft ther 
own levei 


One of the most outstanding 
workers was the family agent who 
recerved some brief training and 
then was assigned to a family to 
help them find their way around 
through the administrative ranks. 


Lazar stated that most of the pro- 
fessional service workers were 
women, usually housewives with 
children in schools. He said that 
they were paid in money because it 
worked out better to pay the workers 
Thes allowed mere control, and hiring 
and firing 

The family agent often gives the 
children in the fami'y someone to 
pattern themselves after, he stated. 

Other services provided by the 
foundation's service corps are law 
services, drop-out prevention clubs, 
and groups to work with pregnant 
teenage girls 

Lazar said that their efforts for the 
poor were not based on any altrusstic 
concern for the poor, but because if 
nothing were done to alleviate po- 
verty, we would be neat
